One objection to their earlier 
plans concerned the method of 
anchoring the floating landing 
fields in mid-Atlantic, where the 
extreme depth of the water pre- 
sents many difficulties. A new 
type of anchorage has been de 
vised, consisting of a stee! struc- 
ture about 100 feet in diameter 
and weighing 1,500 tons, yet with 
adequate flotation so that it could 
be towed to the site. The draw 
ings on this page show how the 
anchorages would be placed and 
their operation. The «cadrome 
sponsors have been interviewing 
British and French capitalists anc 
officials, and believe they have a 
chance to enlist suppo:t in those 
countries as well as in the United 
States.
